Discover Coal Deposit 


? Quite a py of excitement 
was -created on Monday when 
the news of the discovery of 
an extensive coal deposit on the 
banks of the South Saskatche- 
wan reached town. The dis- 
covery was made by Messrs. 
Horace C. Shannon and Louis 
McPhee about a year ago, but 
no further prospecting was 
done until last Sunday, when 
these embryo miners removed 
some of the overburden and 
set off three heavy charges of 
dynamite, which disclosed a 
good coal seam of ubout two 
feet in thickness. ‘While the 
first outcroppings were badly 
air-slacked, the coal is ot good 
quality and the vein looks tu be 
a promising one. If sufficient 
capital can be interested in the 
proposition to develop the de- 
posit, the local coal demand can 
be supplied at approximately 
$5 per ton. With the develop- 
ment of a good coal mine in 
the Empress district a good 
paying industry would result in 
a very short time. Here's 
hoping.

Fishing is one of the most import- 
ant industries of Canada’s_ Pacific 
coast province of British Columbia. 
With a shore line of nearly 7,000 
miles, and a protected fishing terri- 
tory of nearly 30,000 square miles, 
large resources in commercial fish 
are available. The production of the 
B.C. fisheries for the year 1914-15 
was $11,575,086. The total yalue_ of 
the equipment was $8,829,740, and 
18,000 persons were employed, The 
catch included salmon, halibut, her- 
ring, sturgeon, bass, smelts, perch, 
trout, oysters, crabs, etc, The indus- 
try is capable of enormous expansion. 
The largest and most valuable part 
of the annual catch consists of sal- 
mon, The “pack” in 1915 consisted 
of 1,133,000 cases, and British Co- 
lumbia salmon is being exported to 
all parts of the world, Halibut is an- 
other valuable catch, the 1915 catch 
being marketed for over a million and 
a half dollars.

Germans Concede Supremacy to 


French and British Fliers 


That the Germans are keenly alive 
to the importance of the air branch 
to military science is revealed in a 
report found on a Germen officer cap- 
tured recently. The report frankly 
admitted that the British and French 
hold ‘the mastery of the air, The 
Germans, it was asserted, were unable 
to fly over the enemy lines and Ger- 
man batlons were forced to remain 
hidden on theéground, Thus, at deci- 
sive ‘moments in the fighting, the 


German artillery was blinded while 
the Prussian infantry was harrassed 
by war planes constantly swooping 


low and machine gunning the men in 
the trenches. 


German helplessness, the report 
contained, was aggravated by the 
knowledge that their artillery was un- 
able to support them. The decument 
declared that the allied. fliers so out- 
numbered and out-manoeuvred the 
German aeroplanes that the latter 
were even unable to hold the air 
above their own heavy artillery posi- 
British and French machines 
constantly -hovéred overhead, drop- 
ping bombs or giving their own artil- 
lery accurate ranges. 

This German report also admitted 
that bases, ammunition depots, sup- 
ply columns, cavalry supporting the 
troops, divisions in reserve, every- 
thing and everybody were harrassed 
by the allied airmen, who often com- 
pletely frustrated the defence at crit- 
ical junctures. In short, the German 
report was a confession that an army 
is powerless unless something ap- 
proaching equality is maintained in 
the air.

To Force Roumanians Harvest Crop 

The German authorities in Rou- 
mania have made every preparation 
for the most rapid harvesting of the 
grain crop. In addition to special 
military detachments, labor parties 
have been enrolled from the native 
population and all Roumanian pris- 
oners of war have been assigned to 
the work. 

The harvesters will be paid, accord- 
ing to the announcements in the Ger- 
man papers, higher wages than are 
customary in peace times, in order to 
encourage a zealous effort. Premiums 
are offered Roumanian landlords for 
speedy deliveries of grain,

Big Land Sale \ 


Ninety Per Cent. Passed Into Hands 


of Farmers 


When farmers buy more land it is 
an infallible sign of their prosperity. 
‘Yhat the Western Canadian farmers 
are exceedingly prosperous is re- 
vealed in the large quantities of land 
being bought by them every day. A 
very striking instance of this was 
seen at Gleichen in Southern Alber- 
ta. Three hundred and twenty-five 
parcels of land, which consisted 
one quarter sectioif each, were put 
on sale by auction, being.the balauce 
of the lands in the Blackfoot Indian 
Reserve surrendered by the Indians 
under a treaty. This sale attracted 
nearly one thousand buyers, of whom 
the great majority were farmers from 
a radius of two hundred miles, in fact, 
local farmers were the highest bid- 
ders. Land speculators who attended 
the sale could not compete with them 
in the prices which they bid and 
were more or less silent. Another 
notable fact was the presence of a 
number of American farmers intend- 
ing to start farming in Alberta, “If 
the land is as good as it looks, it is 
worth double the price,” said a Mir- 
nesota man after paying $36 an acre 
for a quarter section of land. The 
average price was about $30 per acre, 
the highest being $45, which was paid 
by a Gleichen man. Allowing for a 
certain inevitable element of specula- 
tion, it is believed certain that 90 per 
cent. of this land has passed into the 
hands of actual farmers.

Separation of Finland 
From Russia Wanted 


Passes 


Social Democratic Congress 
Resolution in Favor of 
Break 


At a meeting of the Social Demo- 
cratic Congress of Finland it adopted 
resolutions remanding the separation 
of Finland from Russia and the for- 
mation of an independent republic. 
Under the plan proposed, Russia 
would not have the-right to kee 
troops on Finish territory in time of 
peace or to possess any fortifications.

War Work Phases 


Insight Into What Britain Has 
Supply for Trench War- 
fare Today 


Dr. ‘Christopher Addison, minister 
of munitions, says that a committce 
of expertS are considering develop- 
ment of copper and other :nineral 
resources of the United Kingdom. 

Dr. Addison was speaking in the 
house of commons on the estimates 
for the ministry of munitions, He 
gave a striking account of the work 
of the department since it started a 
little more than two years ago. Dr. 
Addison said that some conception of 
the magnitude of the production of 
explosives might be formed from the 
fact that in March, 1917, the capacity 
for the production of high explosives 
was more than four times that of 
March, 1916, and 28 times that of 
March, 1915. 

The ministry had recently reached 
such a state of production in respect 
to gun munitions that it was able 
to divert certain national factories to 
assisting other sections of the muni- 
tions program. He mentioned the 
discovery, of a. component of a new 
type which possessed great advan- 
tages for certain purposes. A large 
supply of this had been produced in 
a short time and-was proving of the 
greatest value in facilitating the ad- 
vance at the front and in saving life. 

The requirements regarding the ac- 
cumulation of a great reserve of field- 
gun ammunition would be met in 
good time and despite the enormous 
expenditure in the first nine weeks of 
the offensive, the stock of filled shells 
had only fallen off seven per cent. 
Field Marshal Haig had enthusiasti- 
cally reported on the accuracy and 
fine detonating quality of the ammu- 
nition, whether it was used for wire 
cutting, barrage or other purposes, 

The output of machine guns and 
rifles was fully equal to the demands, 
while for railway purposes tracks 


to 


Canada had been utilized. Canada had 
arranged to pull up 800 miles of track 
and ship complete when wanted. 
More than 2,000 miles of track had 
already been supplied in complete 
condition and nearly 1,000 locomo- 
tives, apart from hundreds supplied 
by the railways. 

The supplies of the new design 
tanks were coming forward excellent- 
ly and, continued the minister, “the 
end of the story is not yet, for the 
enthusiasm of Col. Stern, the invent- 
or of the tanks, and his colleagues, 
knows no limits.” 

With respect to steel, the minister 
said that the output of steel in this 
country before the war had for sqme 
time been stationary at a little over 
7,000,000 tons yearly. The output was 
now ten million tons, and he would 
be disappointed if it did not reach a 
twelve million tons output by the 
end of next year, Within 14 months 
the capacity for the manufacture of 
basic steel had increased by 30 per 
cent. The demands for steel were so 
many that the control had been very 
close, and despite all the help from 
Canada and the United States, he 
could not offer any immediate pros- 
pect of relief. ° 

Notwithstanding the cost of mater- 
ial and labor, the government was 
obtaining steel plates in this country 
at less than half their cost in the 
United States, while shell stecl cost 
30 per cent, less. 

Referring to salvage operations at 
the front, the minister said it was now 
possible to reform hundreds of thou- 
sands of 18-pounder cartridge cases 
weekly at a cost of four pence each, 
compared with seven shillings for 
new. cases, 

Regarding trench warfare, he said: 

“While we started behind in the 
race, we are probably now as super- 
ior to the Germans in this section of 
warfare as we are in that of artil- 
lery.” ' 

More than 1,500,000 steel helmets 
supplied in. the last six 
months, and whereas in December 
the tonnage required for trench war- 
fare material was 7,648 tons in the 
last six months it was 17,963 tons. 

The work of the ministry had al- 
most doubled within the last 12 
months. The aircraft supply alone at 
the beginning of the year required 
an additional ten thousand workers, 
and that which applied to the aircraft 
applied also’ to shipbuilding, gun) 
making, tanks, agricultural imple- 
ments and other necessaries of war, 

The widespread employment of wo- 
men had been attended singularly‘ 
with little difficulty. From stxiy to 
eighty per-cent. of the machine work 
on shells, fuse and trench warfare 
supplics was done by women,

Settlement for Soldiers 


“The placing of returned soldiers 
on the land, under present conditions, 
will be a fatal policy,” said Dr. T.R. 
Adams of the conservation commis- 
sion, Ottawa, at the public health ses- 
sion of the Canadian Medical associa- 
tion convention at Montreal, The sol- 
diers do not want to go on the land, 
he said, not so much because they 
object to farming, but because under 
present conditions farming does not 
pay and most areas available for set- 
tlement are too remote from the 
markets, Dr. Adams stated that the 
conservation commission had found 
that. conditions in the slums of the 
cities were no worse than in many 
rural districts. This was due largely 
to land speculation, he said.

Provision For Rainy Day 


Former Emperor Has Deposit in 
Bank of England 


Property valued at $700,000,000 
from which Nicholas Romanoff, for- 
merly Emperor of Russia, enjoyed 
the revenue for life only, have been 
taken from him by the provisional 
government, 

Aspecial commission of the gov- 
ernment has been discussing whether 
land, palaces and other property own- 
ed by Nicholas and estimated to be 
worth $48,000,000 shall be sequestered 
by the state. This commission also 
considered whether the property of 
thé grand dukes and duchesses, worth 
about $210,000,000 should be seized 
for the benefit of the public, The val- 
ue of all property owned by the for- 
mer royal house of Russia is estimat- 
ee by Professor Okunieff at $958,000,- 
000, 

In addition, the professor asserts, 
Nicholas still has on deposit in the 
Bank of England $35,000,000, placed 
there years ago in provision for the 
rainy day which now has come. The 
late Grand Duke Alexis, uncle to the 
former Emperor Nicholas, left $10,- 
000,000 on deposit in the Bank of 


France. 
The former Emperor Nicholas’ an- 
nual income when-he was deposed is 


estimated by Professor Onunicf at 
$65,000,000. The duma allowed him 
$8,500,000 a year to pay the expenses 
of the imperial court but, because of 
extravagance, mismanagement and 
pilfering, the annual cost amounted 
to $20,000,000, according to the state- 
ment of Zubatcheff, councillor of the 
empire,

Warships Conducting 
Vigorous Search 


Submarines Said to Have Crossed 
the Atlantic 


“The United States government is 
in possession of information which 
has revived the belief that German 
U-boats are again on tlfis side of the 
Atlantic, and that they have  estab- 
lished a base somewhere off the south 
side of Cuba, 

“It is declared by officers of the 
navy that if this is so these U- 
boats have cither been preceded or 
followed by one or more mercantile 
submarines, which have carried extra 
supplies of torpedoes and oil. ) 

“Such a convoy is said to b so- 
lutely necessary in order to make a 
trip across the Atlantic for German 
submarines worth while. 

“American warships are conduct- 
ing a ceaseles ssear¢h along the sus- 
pected shores for any trace of bases 
of this character.” 

“The arming of all merchant ships 
has practically destroyed the attack- 
ing value of the. three and four-inch 
guns which have been carried on the 
decks of these submarines in the past 
and the shell fire of which has meant 
the saving of a great many torpedoes. 

“With the greater risk from open 
fighting, now that mercantile vessels 
are armed, the submarines are being 
compelled to depend more and more, 
on torpedoes aloné; and it is pointe 
out that unless these U-boats which 
are said to have reached Atlantic 
waters of the United States have 
some means of replenishing their 
stock of torpedoes their presence here 
except in great numbers would be 
productive of very little military ad- 
vantage. 

“Tt is believed, therefore, that mer- 
cantile submarine convoys have been 
sent also.”

A quantity of fuel oil was con- 
fiscated, together with provisions, 
and from talks the British officers 
had with the islanders it was be- 
Heved German commanders also were 
gctting from the island reports of the 
movements of British vessels. 

Manywmen and women were said 
to have had a part in the supply of 
the U-boats, but most of them were 

iven to understand they were Amer- 
ican submarines. 

The crews never came ashore and 
the boats flew no flags. Some of th- 
Kix men who engineered ‘the scheme 
rowcd out to the vessels, in fishing 
dlories with their supplies. Almost in- 
variably the submarines put in an ap- 

earance after dark and .disappeared 

efore dawn. . f } 

How long the base had been estab- 
fished was not ascertained, but it was 
believed to have existed for several 
months. 

Many of the largest vessels tor- 
redoed have been sent to their doom 
off Tory island since the middle of 
April. The island is on the Jane ci 
steamships entering and leaving the 
oak ie between Ireland and 
Scoi¥nid. 

The channel has been used by many 
vessels secking the open Atlantic of 
late, instead of going down the Irish 
sea around to the south of Ireland, as 
it was figured that once through the 
short channels the vessels would be 
in the open sea arid have far less 
distance to travel in submarine wat- 
ers than in the Irish sea. 

Because of the frequent operations 
of U-boats thereabouts small patrol 
boats were sent ‘into all the small 
bays to ascertain if there was a base 
in any of them. After several days’ 
search it was learned the boats hac 
been to Tory island; and a summary 
cuestioning of the inhabitants result- 
ed in the rounding up of the guilty 
six. + tie 
There is-a lighthouse on the north- 
west side of Tory island and the deep 
water between there and the mainland 
is known as Tory sound. The 300 in- 
habitants of the island; are chiefly 
fishermen and kelp gatherers.

Autos in Guatamala 


Demand Is Increasing Despite High 
Cost of Living 


“Although handicapped by the ab- 
sence of any considerable extent of 
good roads in the Republic of Gaute- 
mala, and in spite of the high price of 
gasoline (now 60°cents United States 
gold per gallon) the demand for and 
use of automobiles has so increased 
within recent years that there are 
now approxiniately 150 cars in. the 
Republic, of which 123 are registered 
by the municipality of Guatemala 
City,” says a consular report, 

-“Of the cars in use in the capital 
city an unofficial estimate obtained 
through local dealers shows that 
twenty-five are of German manufac- 
ture, imported before the outbreak of 
the war. There are two or three 
French cars, the remainder haying 
been imported from the United 
States. It is stated by dealers that 
many of the cars in use here were 
purchased second-hand in the United 
States, although some are of the fin- 
est and latest models,”

It might become an 
obsession, if the wrath of the whole 
country were not kept up by the 
sight of the return from Germany of 
broken-down, lost, sick or dying 
youths, the best of their young. men 
who had been dragged into slavery 
by cruel, pitiless German execution- 
ers and sent back Home in a wretch- 


ed, miserable, piteous, unspeakable 
condition, such as the very paving 
Stones would cry out if, they could 


shed an ytears—as expressed to me 
by an old woman who remains sn- 
wearily, in front of the central sta- 
tion to sce all those departed return 
home. 
“Some of these unfortunates had to 
be carried over to the Winnipech 
hotel, on Vanneau street; they are 
perfect wrecks. And there is nothing 
more heart-rending than the spec- 
tacle of those poor boys who simply 
expect death, so sadly, with, in the 
very sockets of their eyes, the an- 
guish, the sufferings the supreme pain 
of having thus returned from Ger- 
mdny only to die so miserably in their 
own country, ‘These home-returns of 
deported kinsmen attract every day 
around the depot endless processions 
of townsfolk who gather in the hope 
of meeting one of their own and stay 
there for hours and hours in painful 
expectation. Now and then, from the 
crowd one cry is suddenly raised, a 
name is heard and then a poor moth- 
er runs towards her returning son 
whom ‘some men are bearing in their 
arms, a mutilated, maimed, impotent 
invalid. It is one of those horrible 
scenes, painful, affecting, unspeak- 
able; the young man who would run 
to meet and embrace his beloved 
mother but who can not even walk 
and the dear old mamma who swoons 
pavement crushed 


and drops on the 
and 


by emotion and utter despair 
grief. 

“How many of our boys-have had 
their feet or their legs frozen during 
the severe storms of February? How 
many more return with their backs 
torn and broken by German carbine- 
butts? 

“But, all of them, whether they 
can still support themselves on their 
weakened limbs or be carried in 
hand-barrows, all are in such a state 
of exhaustion that they cannot eat 
and that they must be fed with a 
spoon, by little doses at a time. 

“The cold has mowed down all 


who were weak-lunged. At 


would lie down close together. Their 
torturers put a. stop to that practice. 
In day time they were forced to 
march in open air. Thus did the 
Germans murder hundreds’ of our 
compatriots. And that we shall nev- 
er forget. 
“When .the deported do return, | 
their first cry is: ‘Bread! Some bread 
please!’ They have suffered terribly 
from hunger in Germany; these poor 
wretches had nothing to cat but cole- 
wort pecls! “Some people may say] 
that such a statement is false or ex- 
aggerated, It is only the exact truth. 
“As long as the Boches will be} 
crushed, we will stoically bear our} 
own lot. And they will ‘be crushed.| 
Such is the unanimous feeling of the 
Belgians.” ’

Gives Better Results Than 


Shearing 


Machine shearing has created wide 
interest in Alberta this season. This} 
is interesting for the reason that in| 
the past machine shears were not} 
looked upon with favor even by the 
most advanced wool-growers, the 
song of praise of this machine being 
left wholly to the manufacturer and 
advertiser .to ‘sing. Sheepmen have 
considered this method of shearing 
impracticable for such a-cold climate. 
Now it looks as if every sheep in the 
province would soon be machine- 
shorn, The largest rancher «in the 
West last year established a machine 
plant in Southern Alberta, This 
year he added four machines to the 
outfit. Notwithstanding the popular 
belicf it has been established that 
imachine-shearing in a cold climate 
gives better results than blade-shear- 
ing when done under proper condi- 
tions, 

A shearing shed of good construc: 
tion, combined -with the thick comb 
and a proper shelter during the first 
night after shearing, provides the 
sheep with far more protection than 
under blade-shearing. 

In Wyoming, where the climate is 
more severe than in any part of Al- 
berta except perhaps, the. extreme 


north, machine-shearing is largely 
in use. Labor-saving machinery in 
factories and machine shops have 


made, fortunes for the .owners of 
these plants. The farm is the farm- 
cr’s factory and every hour of labor 
saved at a profit means greater rey- 
enue, Sheep-shearing machines may 
help to solve the labor problem on 
the sheep ranch, |

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‘Enemy Peace “Terms” 


Allies in War Until, Germans Are 
_Defeated 


Premier Lloyd George, speaking 
here on the question of peace; said: 

In my judgment the ‘war will end 
when the allied armies have reached 
the aims which they set out to attain 
when they accepted the challenge 
thrown down by Germany. As soon 
as these objectives have been reach- 
ed and guaranteed, this war will come 
to an end, but if the , war comes to 
an end a single minute .before, it 
will be the greatest disaster that has 
ever befallen mankind. 

“No doubt we can have peace now 
at a price. Germany wants peace— 
even Prussia ardently desires it. They 
said: “Give us some indemnity for 
the wrong we have done; just a lit- 
tle territory here and a little there, 
just a few privileges in other direc- 
tions, and we will clear out.” We 
are told that if we are prepared to 
make peace now Germany will re- 
store the independence of Belgium. 
But who has said so? 

“No German statesman has ever 
said he would restore the ‘indepen- 
dence of Belgium. The chancellor 
Came very near to it, but all the junk- 
ers fell on him and he received a 
sound box from the mailed fist. 

“The only terms on which Germany 
has suggested restoring Belgium are 
not those of independence, but of 
vassalage. Then came the doctrine 
of the status quo and no annexation 
and no indemnities, No German 
Statesman has accepted even that. 

“But what did indemnity mean? 
Indemnity is an esesntial part of the 
mechanism ‘of civilization in every 
Jand and climate. Otherwise what 
guarantee have we against a repiti- 
tion? This, it is said, is not what you 
are after. You are after our colonies 
and probably Palestine and” Mesopo- 
tamia. If we had entered into this 
war purely for the German colonies, 
we would not have raised an army of 
three or four millions, We could have 
got them without adding a _ single 
battalion to the army. 3 

“Our greatest army is in France. 
We are there to recover for the peo- 
ple who have been driven out of 
their patrimony land which belonged 
to them. As to Mesopotamia it is 
not, and never has been Turkish. 
You have only to read the terribl 
reports to sce what a wilderness the 
Turks have made of the Garden of 
Eden. What is to happen to Mesapo- 
tania must be left to the peace con- 
ference, and there is one thing that 
will never happen to it. It will nev- 
er be restoréd to the blasting tryran- 
ny of the Turks. 

“The same observation applies \o 
Armenia... As to the German colonies 
that again is a matter which must be 
settled by the great international 
peace conference. When we come 
to settle who will be the future trus- 
tees of those uncivilized lands, we 
minust take into account the ‘sentt- 
ments of the people themselves and 
whether they are anxious to secure 
the return of their former masters, 


their destinies to other and 


The wishes, de- 


and gentler hands. 
sires and interests of the people 
themselves of all those © countries 
must be the dominant factor in set- 
tling their future government. 

“Peace must be formed on so equit- 
able a basis that the nations would 
not wish to disturb it. It must be 
guaranteed by destruction of Prus- 
sian military powers so that the con- 
fidence of the people shall be put in 
the equity of their cause and not in 
the might of their armies. <A _ better 
than either would be 
democratization of the German goy- 
ernment. 

“No one wishes to dictate to the 
German people the form of gov- 
ernment under which they should 
choose to live. It is right to say 
that we will enter into negotiations 
With a free government of Germany 
with a different attitude, mind and a 
aifferent temper and different ‘spirit 
and .with less suspicion and more 
confidence than with a government 


we feel today to be dominated by the], 


aggressive and arrogant spirit of 
Prussian militarism. 

“All the allied governments will, in 
my judgment, be acting wisely if 
they draw that distinction in their 
general attitude toward the discus- 


sion of peace terms.” ~—

When the war is 
over the people may know what he 
did and how he did it, but for the 
time being his deeds must remain 
behind the veil. 

Just recently his, name appeared 
in the Court Circular as the recipient 
of the Victoria Cross, highest of all 
honors for sheer bravery, so Canip- 
bell must have found something more 
exciting than the command of the

One of the most interesting things 
about this war is the number of 
peaceful avocations carried on in 
connection with it in just such a way 
as they would be carried on if there 
were no war at all. The work is the 
same and the life is the same; it is 
only the ends that are so amazingly 
i different, 

One of the most extraordinary con- 
trasts of this sort, if one catchies its 
mcaning, is the industry carried on 
by the Canadian lumbermen ‘in the 
forests of France. One lumber mill 
is well within hearing of the guns 
that are dealing havoc among the 
Germans on the westérn front. 
Death and destruction were being 
steadily and remorsely dealt out a 
few miles away; but the work went 
on peacefully in this beech forest, 
just as if it had been a timber con- 
cession far away in Western Canada. 

The late leaves were just begin- 
nnig to show green in the roof of the 
wood; its floor was sprinkled . with 
little flowers; the sun shone warmly, 
Tree-trunks were lying here and 
there, and bundles of branches; and 
the sawn-up lengths were  bcing 
dragged up by horses to the narrow 
lines of rail running through the

wood, and prized and levered by 
these expert lumbermén on to the 


cars that would take them down to 
the mill, The men were in khaki, 
and addressed the officer who gave 
directions about the loading of the 
cars as “sir.” That was all that 
there was of military in it, except the 
noise of guns, which drowned the 
noise of the saw when you moved a 
little way from it. The horses moved 
lazily; the men worked with that lei- 
surely yet competent air which with 
those who understand their job means 
a great deal of work done and no 
time wasted about it. Nobody took 
any,notice of the guns. 

But it is not always as_ peaceful as 
this when the Canadian lumbermen 
settle down to clear a French wood. 
Ther was one a short time ago on the 
very, edge of the most fiercely-con- 
tested ground of the recent fighting. 
The Canadian lumberjacks got into 
it while it was still under the enemy’s 
fire, and carried on their work under 


to which they had been accustomed, 
_ Dhé. officer who was at the head 
of this “outfit” states that he Had’ no- 
ticed unmistakable signs of Canadian 
lumbering in the regions from which 
tlie Germans had been driven out, 
and from which they had taken the 
timber for their own requirements. 
The Boche, in his pre-war period 
of peaceful. penetration, learned tis 
business as he has learned every oth- 


learned. One can sce him at work be- 
hind his own lines, carrying on in the 
way he had been taught by English- 
speaking men, and no doubt using 
the. English expressions, and possibly 
the English expletives that had bcen 
connected with the industry. 

The officer in charge ‘had settled 
down upon this French beech wood 
at five o'clock a.m., on the first of 
March, and since then le has cut 
and delivered half a giillion feet of 
timbers He expects to get up toa 
million feet by the end of August, 
and if the war lasts longer than that 
he will probably také his machinery 
and his company to,another forest. 

His is the first company of the 
Canadian Forestry Corps to get to 
work in the war area. All his ma- 
chinery is Canadian, and was ship- 
ped over from Canada, His men are 
mostly experienced lumbermen over 
military age, who  patriotically en- 
listed for the purpose in which they 
are doing such valuable work, but he 
; has trained others, and has a good 
proportion of British soldicrs work- 
ing under him.

And The Arrogant Prussian 
e Of His Haughtiness 


Accumulating documentary  evi« 
dence, corroborated by statements of 
fighting men along this front who 
come into daily contact with the ene- 
iny, gives the impression that the 
German army is tiow rapidly deter- 
iorating 

Up till the beginning of April of- 
fensive there was still general confi- 
dence among prisoners that Germany 
would win this war. This was the 
basis of that decent self-respect 
which forbids that a soldier lay 
down his arms s0 long as he has 
even a slight fighting chance. Now 
it is an unvarying testimony that re- 
cognition of coming defeat has taken 
inuch of the ginger ont of the rank 
Jand file of the cneiny, and has even 


caused the arrogant Prussian officer 
to carry his haughty head less 
jhaughtily, 

Prisoners taken during the past 


few days no longer care to conceal 
their satisfaction at being captured. 
None of them is gréatly interested in 
terms for peace. They concede that 
Germany must in the end accent 
whatever conditions dre imposed hy 
ithe allies. 

A Gerzaan non-commissioned of- 
ficer captured during the present op- 
erations said that the cheerful bear- 
ing and high morale of the men of 
the British army reminded him of 
the attitude of the German troops in 
1914, 

This change in sentiment among 
the enemy soldiers has not been 
brought about by lack of food or of 
war material. The rations of the 
Germans lack variety, it is truce, but 
are undoubtedly sufficient to keep 
the men in good physical condition. 
The séarcity of artillery ammunition 
has been emphasized in enemy doc- 
uments recently captured, but for im- 
portant actions there seems to be as 
yet no lack. The decrease in the ac- 
tivity of thevenemy artillery is chiefly 
of the sort known as “harassing fire” 
in which shells are directed on roads, 
trenches, villages and other positions 
where human targets are supposed to 
be gathered. In repelling attacks and 
in preparing the way for counter-at- 


tacks the German artillery . is still 
formidable. 
Other weapons most used by the 


enemy ate machine guns and bombs. 
Prisoners captured immediately after 
they had concluded a course of in- 
struction said that bayonet exerciscs 
are no longer taught in the training 
of men.for the enemy line. Recruits 
are instead trained in the use of the 
various sorts of bombs.

Placed On Special Reserve 


Unemployed Officers 
ow 


_ Sir Edward Kemp, minister of mili- 
tia and defence, has announced the 
formation of a “reserve of officers 
for the Canadian expeditionary 
force.” His announcement says: 

“There are many officers; who for 
no other reason than that there were 
vacant no suitable appointments 
which could be offered them in Can- 
ada, have from time to time been 
struck off the strength of the Cana- 
dian expeditionary force. They are 
now to be restored to it, with the 
rank and seniority which they held 
therein. 

“They, as well as officers who 
hereafter may cease to do duty with 
the Canadian expeditionary forces in 
Canada, and officers for whom on 
their return from overseas, employ- 
ment in Canada cannot be provided, 
will be placed on a special reserve 
which will appear in the quarterly 
militia list. 

“Reserve officers of the Canadian 
expeditionary force will not be en- 
titled, as such, to pay any allowan- 
ces. This is without prejudice to 
any pension or leave with pay and 
allowances which has been or may be 
granted to them. On the other hand 
they will be the first to be consider- 
ed when appointments which they 
are suitable to, fill fall vacant; and 
preference w#1 be given to those of 
them who lave seen active service at

Step Taken at Request of King 
George 
A further abolition of German titles 


held by members of the English Roy- 
al Family residing in England is indi- 


| cated in a court circular which an- 


nounces: 

“Their Highnesses Princess’ Victor- 
ia and Princess Marie Louise of 
Schleswig-Holstein will henceforth be 
styled Their Highnesses Princess He- 
lena Victoria and Princess Marie 
Louise respectively.” 

The Princesses of the Royal Fami- 
ly who bear the title Duchess of Sax- 
ony have, at the King’s desire, relin- 
quished that title, and the King has 
directed that royal warrants be pre- 
pared stating what they will be styl- 
ed in the future. 

The Times says it understands 
Prince Louis of Battenburg will take 
the title of Marquis of Mount Bat- 
ten, 

“This,” says the Times, “is simply 
an English translation of the German 
name, but it is not perhaps wholly ac- 
cidental that the new name of the 
former Sea Lord’s family should also 
be that of the little headland over- 
looking the old eastern harbor of Ply- 
mouth, from which the famous Drake 
sailed.” 


Offers Insurance for British Forees 

Insurance for all. men serving with 
the British forces on land or sea has 
been inaugurated in England. It af- 
fects all ranks, offering a fixed rate 
with benefits varying according to 
the circumstances attending death. 
minimum yearly premium is $5 and 
the maximum $100, If the insured 
soldier dies of natural causes in 
Europe, exclusive of the Balkan 
peninsula or the, sailor at sea, his 
beneficiary receives $500, If he dies 
in action or is drowned at sea the 
beneficiary receives $25 immediately, 
with a share in nine-tenths of the 
entire surplus arising from the whole 
scheme, which will be divided at the 
end of the war. , 


Established Freedom 
Of Conscience 


Religion in Russia to Be No Bar to 
Possession of Political Rights 


The ministry of the interior has 
submitted to the provisional govern- 
ment a bill establishing freedom of 
conscience. Possession of civil and 
political rights no longer depends’ on 
religion, For a change of religion, 
one permission will not be need- 
ed. 

Up to nine years of age a child's 
religion is determined by its parents: 
if ther is a disagreement the child 
takes the mother’s religion. Over 
nine years of age the religion cannot 
be changed without the consent of 
the child itself. Over seventeen years 
religion can be changed without the 
parent’s or guardian's consent, 

Another important reform provides 
for courts of administration for the 
protection of a citizen against illegal- 
ities of officials of the central gov- 
ernment or of local _ self-govern- 
ment bodies.

Rural School Picnics To 
Agricultural College 


On Thursday, the 2lst inst. the 
first excursion to the Manitoba Agri- 
cultural College from some of the 
rural schools was inaugurated and 
proved a great succéss, 


The children and the teachers who 
went with them are all enthusiastic 
over their trip and say they. spent a 
Inost enjoyable, as well as instructive 
day Mr, Newton of the Extension 
Department welcomed the 36 child- 
ren and 4 teachers and kindly provid- 
ed a guide:for the party to show 
them over the different buildings; the 
domestic science, sewing rooms, tex- 
iles and house keeping, etc. 

The party then went to the poultry 
fiouses, where Prof. Herner took 
Great interest in the children, ex- 
plaining and making each child test 
some cggs, visiting the incubator 
room, where chickens were hatching. 
Showing them brooders, where 300 
chickens were being fed and explain- 
ing how to feed with butter milk etc. 
Then came fattening poultry in 


crates and trap nests for the laying, 


hens, and finally to the room where 
they saw the dry picking of broilers. 
From the poultry houses the party 
Proceeded to-the pig pens, where the 
children were much interested in the 
young pigs. Then into the cattle 
barns where they saw some beauti- 
ful calves, Sheep pens were next 
visited and great interest taken in the 
little new born lambs. 

The girls, as well as the. boys, 
evinced the greatest interest in the 
live stock and were eager to sce ev- 
evrything. 

The college kindly arranged for 
them to eat their lunches in the din- 
ing hall and provided them with hot 
tea, which was much appreciated. 
After lunch they visited the conser- 
vatories where the beautiful display 
of flowers’ delighted them. Then 
came the museum, where the sttffed 
birds and animals proved a great at- 
traction, The teachers could hardly 
drag the children away, but time was 
limited and a very happy and satis- 
fied crowd took the cars back to 
Winnipeg. 

These picnics might Well be ex- 
tended to all the rural schools within 
easy distance of the college. Most 
of the children were the older pupils 
who are members of the boys and 
girls clubs. These clubs are being 
provided with fine bred eggs, young 
pigs, seed grains and potatoes, etc., 
by the college and it was thought 
that those country children might 
with profit see how to look after and 
care for the produce they raise, in the 
best manner, as shown at the college. 

Many of these children mever have 
an opportunity of seeing anything 
beyond their own home farm, but 
after such a visit these children will 
have an ambition to return to the 
college later on and take advantage 
of the fine course of instruction pro- 
vided there. 

Even an occasional visit to a_ big 
agricultural fair is not to be compar- 
ed.with a day spent at the college. 
At the usual fairs their attention is 
more apt to be absorbed by useless 
and unprofitable sights, such as a 
“Hairy Man from Borneo,” or a 
“Living Skeleton,” or such like, then 
the beauty and grace of the fine live 
stock on view. 

These picnics could go on during 
all the school session and _ provide 
endless themes for essays and dis- 
cussions and it is to be hoped that 
many more of the rural schools will 
accept the invitation the coflege ex- 
tends to them. 

The following letter from one of 
the teachers adequately expresses 
how the children enjoyed the trip 
and visit to the college. 


‘ Headingly, Man. 
Monday Evening. 


“Now about the trip to the college. 
I think every one thoroughly enjoy- 
ed it. I know my girls did. 

Only four girls went from my 
school. Paul unfortunately took the 
measles last week and wassvery sick 
the other boy who was at school is 
working, One of my girls says it 
was the best day she ever had. I wish 
you could see my eight pupils be- 
cause I am so proud of them, Well, 
the ride. was rather long and two of 
Miss Taylor’s girls took ill so she 
took them in a jitney from Eatons, 
We left Headingly at 9 o'clock and 
reached the college at 11 a.m. Each 
child took a lunch the same as for a 
regular school day. Mr. Newton was 
very nice and called a young lady 
from his office who showed us about 
his building, the domestic science 
room, sewing room, textiles and 
house keeping room.

Proposes National Chamber of Agri- 
culture 


David Lubin is a little man with 
big ideas. When he first proposed 
the International Institute of Agri- 
culture the few that heard him ladgh- 


ed at “a grand idea” that they said} 


was too grand to be practicable. But 
Lubin kept at it and persuaded the 
King of Italy to build a million-dol- 
lar headquarters and to start the in- 
stitution. Now the crop reports of 
the Institute are standard the world 
over. 

When Lubin began to talk rural 
credits nobody listened. He said: 
“Society is lopsided. he cities are 
doing too well, the farmer not well 
enough. ‘The government must  fi- 
nance the farmer.” He kept at it un- 
til a commission was appointed to go 
to Europe and study the 
Then he got it into congress and the 
Farm Loan Act was the result. 

Now Lubin has another “grand” 
idea. It scems too big to go through, 
but in view of what has happened in 
the past six years we must pay some 
attention to him. He proposes the 
“National Chamber of Agriculture.” 
It involves governmental supervision 
of marketing by parcel post, worked 
out in detail on the lines found prac- 
ticable by the larger mail-order 
houses. To begin the movement Lu- 
bin proposes a commission to investi- 
gate the matter. He can keep a com- 
mission going. He doesn’t let it rest

Germany to Replace Dutch Ships 
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Progressive Western City 


From a Cow Town to an Irrigation 
Centre 


Twenty-five years or so, when 
measured by the standards of old set- 
tled districts, is no great span in the 
life of a community. Many an east- 
ern town stands today almost as it 
did a quarter of a century ago; a lit- 
tle ‘more weather-beaten’ and moss- 
grown, perhaps; with more  preten- 
tious public buildings and better kept 
Streets, perhaps, but otherwise essen- 
tially as it stood in the early nine- 
ties. 

But in the West all this is different. 
Places that 25 years ago were flag 
stations, or less, are today consider- 
able centres of trade and population; 
some of them with street railways; 
many of them with electric lights, 
waterworks, and other marks of civic 
progressiveness. Nor has the change 
been a material one only. The old 
environment seems to have been up- 
rooted and borne away, and a new 
environment, appropriate to the new 
life of the people, has been fitted on 
in its place. The rancher, the cow- 
puncher, the saddle horse and chuck 
wagon have given way to the farmer, 
the business man, the automobile and 
the modern restaurant. 

In few places has this evolution 
been more rapid or more clearly de- 
fined than at Maple Creek, Saskat- 
chewan, famous in the nineties for its 
herds and its vast, unbroken ranges; 
now an important centre of irriga- 
tion and mixed farming, selected this 
year as the mecting place of the 
Western Canada Irrigation Associa- 
tion, The transformation from cow 
town to irrigation centre has been 
effected in less than half a genera- 
tion; men still young were born be- 
fere Maple Creek cxisted on the 
map, and before even the ranching 
business there was in its infancy. 


The history of the town may be 
said to date to 1883, when the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
reached the district. The first set- 
tlers began to arrive about the same 
time, bringing with them the few 
hiead of livestock from which a great 
ranching industry subsequently de- 
veloped, The district was ideal for 
that purpose; the Cypress hills to the 
south afforded shelter, water, fuel 
and building material, and in all oth- 
er directions the grass-covered plains 
stretched unbroken to the horizon. 
But even the most optimistic pioneer 


j attached no value to the land except 


for range purposes. 

Then the idea took root in a few 
adaptive brains that the water which 
flowed in numerous streams from the 
Cypress hills might be used for irri- 
gation. ‘The first ditches on Maple 
Creck were dug in 1896, and irriga- 
tion on the other creeks in the dis- 
trict was begun ‘about the same 
time. Irrigation was first employed 
mainly for producing fresh pasturage, 
but has since ‘been applied to all 
kinds of crop-growing, and there are 
now more than 190 distinct irrigation 
schemes in the district. Irrigation 
and dry farming are now practiced 
side by side, and the 1916 grain crop 
marketed at Maple Creek had a val- 
ve of $2,500,000, Land which at one
